Colonel Refers to His Remark About 
Fossilized Supreme Court and Tells 
a Funny Story. 


Washington, Nov. 19.—Here is Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt s first public comment 
on the result of the recent election: 
“Every dog has his day, but the nights 
belong to the cats.” 
The colonel made this statement in 
the course of a little talk before Wash­ 
ington newspaper men at the National 
Press club. 
Nobody pretends to say 
etartly what meaning the colonel in­ 
tended to convey by the statement, ex- 
cept that 
apparently he in nowise 
holds himself accountable for the Re­ 
publican defeat. 
The colonel in this 
Press 
club 
speech also declared he was perfectly 
contented and happy and was enjoy­ 
ing himself as uo other ex president 
ever had. 
The former president referred to his 
remark 
about a fossilized 
supreme 
court, with most of the members of 
that tribunal sitting only a few feet 
from him. Colonel Roosevelt was de­ 
livering a lecture under the auspices 
oi the National Geographic society on 
his African expedition before a large 
and brilliant audience in Convention 
hall. 
\< ting Chief Justice Harlan and As. 
so* late Justices White, McKenna, Day 
and Burton were seated in the second 
row, directly in front of the speaker. 
(An either side of and behind them 
wore members of President Taft’s cab­ 
inet and of the diplomatic corps. 
Tells Humorous Story. 
Colonel Roosevelt was telling of an 
amusing experience of an official in 
Anita. 
He said that this official was 
trying to grow vegetables in his gar 
den, but that the zebras ravaged it. 
There was a law in the place against 
hunting without a license, but one day 
the man sent his gardener out to kill 
one of the invaders. “Whereup ii.’’ said 
Mr. Roosevelt, "the upright Judge lined 
the gardener for killing game without 
a license. I don’t think that the most 
sensitive won! could uojeH to my call 
ing that judge foHsllized.” 
As Mr. Roosevelt said this, he lean­ 
ed over and lfioked with a smile db 
i©ctIv at the members of the supreme 
court. 
The venerable justices return­ 
ed the smile, and theie was general 
laughter as Colonel Roosevelt contin 
lied to rail how the official had taken 
tile next zebra alive and hail turned 
P over to the public pound after ask 
;ng the judge for instructions. 
“The judge,’ said Mr 
Roosevelt, 
" w'hs equal to the situation He adver­ 
tised for two weeks for the owner of 
the zebra, and Ute owner failing to ap­ 
pt ar, be then sold him at public auc­ 
tion. ’ 
This is the first time that Colonel 
Roosevelt had been in the national 
capital propel sin*© he left the White 
House two years ago. He had stopped 
for a few minutes at th** Union station 
on his recen* trip south, but had no 
opportunity then to visit places fa­ 
miliar to hun. 
The colonel is at the home of Rep­ 
resentative and Mrs Nicholas Long 
worth 
President Taft being on his 
Panama trip and Mrs. Taft and Miss

ried Body About W ith Him In Zinc 


Box Inside the Trunk. 


New York, Nov. 19.— The body found 
In a trunk in the cellar of a tenement 
on Thursday was examined by Coro* 
ai r’s Physician L**hane and Professor 
John McAllister, who decided that it 
was that of a man and that the victim 
tmh been place I in the zinc coffin like 
receptacle within the trunk while he 
was still alive. 
A description of the man, which the 
do< tors achieved by a process of de­ 
duction from the remains, and some 
knowledge of the character and hab­ 
its of W illiam Lewis, the waiter, who 
awned the trunk, the latter fact con 
lribut*d by Philip Meagher, in whose 


k e e p in g Lewis left the trunk, are all 
lh** police have to work on. 
It was 
•aid the police have information that 
will enable the detectives to make 
mr** within a few hours whether U w ia 
Is alive or not. 
A strange feature of the case Is that 
the description of the murdered man 
built up by the doctors tallies rather 
closely with the description of I^ewls 
which Meagher ami the latter's wife 
gave the police. The doctors say that 
In life the man was tall and thin, had 
light or red hair and was partly bald 
In front. His teeth were good. with the 
exception of a broken canine on the 
I* ft side and th** second bicuspid on 
the same side, which was filled with 
fold. 
He had a slight mustache. The 
doctors thought he was about thirty- 
five years old. 
Til** only clothing found with the 
body was a portion (it a night shirt 
which bore the mark of a New York 
department store. This was found un­ 
der the body when it was lifted from 
th** frank in which, according to the 
•tory told by Meagher, it must have 
lain for eight years. 


W as Alive When Placed In Trunk. 


I it*- doctors deduced from their ex­ 
amination that the 
man was alive 
when the body was 
placed in the 
trunk because of the condition of what 
remained of the lungs. The condition 
of th** body was such that it was not 
jMissibie to determine whether drugs 
bad been administered to biing about 
a st'ipor. There were no marks of vio­ 
lent« so far as th** doctors could see 
The time thai the body was placed 
in tile trunk is fixed approximately by 
new .s papers plated on top of the zinc 
casket. There were dated April BJ and 
12, 1902. 
The 
zinc 
box inside the 
trunk was apparently the work of an 
expert tinsmith. 
Philip Mea*hor, Lew is’ friend, who 
ha- stored th** trunk since 1902, said 
Lewis carne to hoard with him and 
brought the trunk with him. 
In July, 
19"f*. Ideals said he had a Job as a 
waiter at Manhattan Heath and was 
going there to live 
But Lewis didn’t take hi* trunk with 
him. and Meagher doesn't appear to 
have thought much about it, for it lay 
unnoticed in Meagher’s bin In the cel­ 
lar until last Thursday, when Meagher, 
w ho was getting ready to move, found 
it in the way. 
D*aiding not to can y th** thing with 
bim if the contents were of no value, 
Meagher broke tile lock and lifted the 
lid 
When he saw that it was filled 
apparently with plaster he gave up 
the job for the time, hut la t e r he got 
sn ax** and cracked the plaster. 
A 
mom* tit later tie was running for a 
phone to ask the police to come and 
continue the investigation.
